Every Nation Accepts Roose- 
velt Plea to Join in Con- 

¢ ference to Save Na- 

| tional Resources. 


WASTE TO BE REPAIRED. 


Plans Will Be Carried Out on 
Lines Laid Down at the Re- 
cent North American 
Congress.

Washington, D. C., April 11.—[{Special. }— 
Important as have been the international con- 
ferences for the promotion of arbitration in 
international disputes and the amelioration 
of the hardships of war, they will not ap- 
proximate in the results for the benefit of 
humanity at large that which is to be held 
at The Hague in May of next year. 

All of the great nations have formally ac- 
cepted the invitation of the president to at- 


“tend a conference for the conservation of 


natural resources. 

People of every country are interested in 
the supply of food and of the material for 
manufacture in every other country, not only 
because these are interchangeable through 
the processes of trade but because a know!l- 
edge of the total supply is netessary to intel- 
Mgent treatment of each nation’s share of the 
supply. It will be the purpose of the confer- 
ence to arrange for the codperation of the 
entire world, each for its own good and all 
for the good of all, toward the safeguarding 
and betterment of their means of support. 


Formed on American Congress. 

This world wide movement was inaugurat- 
ed a few months ago by Theodore Roosevelt. 
Ite momentous character is realized by Pres- 
dent Taft and by Secretary of State Knox, 
and they have been active in urging the 
value of cotperation upon the foreign 
nations. There is no intention on the part 
of the United States to interfere with the 
authority of any. government within its own 
sphere. It is appreciated, however, that the 
natural resources have no boundaries, and 
that, consequently, no nation acting alone 
can adequately conserve them. 

It was this view which was responsible 
for the recent North American conservation 
conference, in which Canada and Mexico 
participated with this country. The result 
of this conference was the adoption of a com- 
prehensive plan which contemplated the pro- 
tection of public health, the preservation 
of the forests, a complete and concurrent 
development without monopoly of the 
streams for every useful purpose, the pro- 
motion of the productivity of the soil, the 
regulation of grazing on public lands, and the 
subdivision of excessive holdings of agri- 
evltural or grazing land, thereby preventing 

@ monopoly. 


Plan to Be Worked Out. 

There is no doubt that this same plan will 
be proposed for the favorabie consideration 
of The Hague conference. In the invitation 
of the president it was stated that the first 
step advisable to take is an inventory of the 
natural resources of the world and the prepa- 
ration of a uniform scheme for the expression 
of results of such inventory, to the end that 
there might be a general understanding and 
appreciation of the world’s supply of the 
material elements which underlie the de- 
velopment of civilization and the welfare of 
the people of the earth. © ‘ 

It would be appropriate also, of course, for 
the conference to consider the general phases 
of the correlated problems of checking, and, 
when possible, repairing the injuries caused 
by the waste and destruction of the natural 
resources and utilities, and to make recom- 
mendations in the interest of their conserva- 
tion, development, and replenishment. 

Gifford Pinchot, chief forester of the 
government, has returned to Washington 
after an extensive tour through the west, 
where he had an opportunity to explain Pres- 
ident Taft’s views and to ascertain the pub- 
lic sentiment in connection with the general 
eonservation movement. 


People Back of the Move. 

Mr. Pinchot is satisfied that the people are 
behind the administration in its purpose to 
prevent the waste and monopolization of 
natural resources. Machinery to this end has 
been partially disabled through the action of 
congress in directing im the sundry civil act 
that no commissions shall be maintained 
without express authority of the law. 

The president was compelled consequently 
to dissolve the federal conservation commis- 
sion, in spite of the fact that as a result of 
the governors’ conference at the White 
house last year the various states organized 
commissions to deal with the national com- 
mission. 

This awkward situation has been bridged 
temporarily by the organization of a joint 
committee on conservation, which is not a 
governmental body and therefore has grave 
limitations. In view of the action of the 
states and the prospective international con- 
ference, Mr. Taft realizes a government 
agency must be provided similar to the old 
commission; and in his annual message he 
is expected to recommend an appropriation 
for this purpose. 


Opposition in Congress Expected. 

There is no doubt that such a recommenda- 
tion will encounter opposition in congress, be- 
cause of the feeling that there is a conflict 
between coneervation and development. The 
new secretary of the interior, Mr. Ballinger, 
has shown, however, that he does not pro- 
pose to permit any such conflict by throw- 
ing open to settlement certain lands which 
were withdrawn because it was believed they 
were necessary for conservation. 

In a general way, however, it may be 
stated that it is proposed to uphold the policy 
ef the last administration and to extend it 
wherever such course may seem advisable. 
The attitude of the United States was thus 
explained to the foreign nations: 

While recognizing the imperative neces- 
sity tor the development and use of the great

Henry e Chee to a 
Friend, Shooting Follows. 


TRAGEDY ENDS A LONG GAME 


Murderer Kills Man, Then Himself, 
Before Family Can Interfere. 


As the result of losing a game of cards 
which he was playing with his lifelong friend, 
Henry Hiestermann, 107 North avenue, shot 
and killed Joseph Hack, then committed gul- 
cide at 1:30 o’clock this morning. 


Loses Bet; Fight Follows. 

The men had been playing for several hours 
in Hiestermann’s residence, where’ Hack 
roomed. They were playing for small stakes, 
but both men, it is said, were drinking, and 
finally, when Hiestermann lost a small bet, 
the quarrel was precipitated. A fist fight en- 


sued and Hiestermann, it is said, was being 


worsted, when he drew a revolver from his 
pocket and fired a bullet through Hack's 
heart. Almost instantly, before members of 
his family could interfere, the murderer 
killed himself by a shot in the head. 


No Arrests Made. 
The police were summoned and after an 
examination of Hiestermann’s family took 


the bodies to the undertaking rooms of 8.

Hiestermann, who was a cigar manu- 
facturer, was 61 years old. Hack was 52.

RECREATION PIER 
HAILED WITH JOY 


Demand of “The Tribune” in 
Connection ‘with Harbor 
Improvement Meets 
Approval. 


INDIVIDUAL IDEAS VARY. 


Interest Aroused in Single Day 
Insures Action on the Plan 
by Official and Semi- 
Public Bodies. 


Indorsement and approval were showered 
yesterday on the demand of Tun Tammo 
that provision for recreation be made a 
feature of any improvement of Chicago's 
harbor. 

To the great majority the plan of insisting 
that the construction of the proposed piers 
horth of the river mouth include provision 
for @ great pavilioned promenade out into 
the lake was presented for the first time. 

They welcomed it with joy, and those who 
vaguely had thought that the establishment 
of a system similar to that followed in New 
York and Boston must come at some time 
hailed the possibility of a fulfillment of their 
hopes with smiles of pleasure. 

Individual ideas varied. There were those 
who favored compelling the private interests 
planning the north side piers to make full 
provision for the outing ground as a third 
deck to their passenger pier, and there were 
others who felt that a pier purely for recrea- 
tion might be built there or at some other 
point on the shore tapping a congested dis- 
trict. 

The time given for consideration of details 
had been short, and ideas had not been col- 
lected and passed upon; but there was suffi- 


cient interest aroused in the first day of the 


discussion to insure the presentation of the 
plan to severalfficial and semi-public bodies 
for debate and action. } 


Park Boards to Act. 

Both the Lincoln park and the south park 
boards—the two having lake shore territory 
within their jurisdiction—will take it up at 
their next meetings; and the west park board, 
while in all probability it would not havea 
hand in governing the piers of the future, 
will discuss the advisability of passing reso- 
lutions of opinion on the plan. 

The Association of Commerce, the Indus- 
al club, and the Commercial club, through 
eir executive committees, will pass on the 

suggestion and make their re endations 
in the next féw weeks, and several other 
organizations of importance will have the 
subject before them hy the time the council 
is ready to listen to any advances made by 
the corporation that wants to build the north 
side piers. ‘ 

Although loath to express his personal po- 
sition on a matter of great municipal impor- 
tance before it has been sifted down to a 
definite proposition and considered by the 
countil, Mayor Busse has expressed his 
hearty approval of the new step in the in- 
crease of lake shore advantage. 


Indorsed by Ald. Foell. 

The matter will come first before the com- 
mittee on harbors, wharves, and bridges of 
the new council, and Ald. Charles M. Foell— 
slated to become its head—has indorsed the 
general recommendations already made and 
has said that one of the first items of business 
to be considered by the new committee should 
be the formulation of a definite plan for 
recreation facilities in connection with har- 
bor improvement plans. 

Of the scores of other centers of activity 
which appeared to be preparing to take a 
hand in advancing the plan, the social settle- 
ments were the most deeply interested, as its 
successful working out means an inestimable 
boon to their protégés. Leaders in that kind 
of work were insistent on only one point— 
that the recreation plers must come, whether 
they be a feature of commercial construction 
or separate and distinct structures by them- 
selves, 

Mayor Busse summed up the situation as 
follows: 

“There is no question of the untold ad- 
vantages that would come from such im- 
provements,” he said. There will be no 
debate on that subject. The only questions are 
the ‘how’ and the ‘ where’ of the building. 
The city wants them. They are for the ba- 
bies, and we are always for them.”’ 


Miss Jane Addams Gives Views. 

Miss Jane Addams of Hull house made her 
explanation of the needs for the piers more 
general than did Mayor Busse, but she did 
not disagree with him on his major point— 
the babies. 

“There are 80 many, Many people who 
would be benefited by such opportunities for 
recreation,“ she said. “First of all, of 
course, we must consider the babies, the sick 
little ones and their mothers, but. there 
also are the invalids, the old people, aad the 
young people—in fact, everybody. 

“The fresh air and the cool shade of 
covered piers running out into the lake would 
be found by all of them. If they were within 
easy access from all the congested districts 
at a minimum expenze I am sure the piers 
would be crowded all of the time. 

In the afternoons there would be the 

others and their babies, and then in the 


dvening would come the tired workingmen 


and the young people. There are too few 
such places for both of these classes now. 
Their methods of seeking rest and pleasure 
often have bad effects. I foresee a great 
improvement as‘a result of the building of 
recreation piers.’’ 


Amusement for Children. 

Miss Addams offered a suggestion that the 
piers should have a limited amount of equip- 
ment for the amusement of children. 

“In New York the piers are a success,“ 
she explained, and there they have a few 
swings and things of that sort. I believe 
they would be of advantage here. The lake 
shore should be made more attractive for 
all our people. It should take them away 
from the dusty buildings and streets more 
than it does. I hope to see the day when 
there will be several large recreation piers 
along the lake front.“ 

Miss Mary McDowell of the University of 
Chicago settlement was no less enthusiastic 
than her associate in social settlement work. 

“I always have felt that it was too bad 
we couldn't use our lake shore more,“ sie 
said, and the way seems open through the 
building of pliers, Where we haven't beach 
enough to go around we must build out into 
the water. 

“ Right now there is great need for such 
a structure at the foot of Forty-seventh 
street. The car line on that street drains 
our district and when the tired men and 
women and the children reach the end of 
it all they can do is to look at the lake from

STOPS WAR ON MORRIS & CO. 


Attorney General Drops Charges 
of Overvaluing Shipments. 


CITES REASONS IN LETTER, 


Does Not Concede Lawfulness, How- 
ever, of Alleged Practice. 


Washington, D. C., April 11.—[Special.]—In 
a long letter addressed to Messrs. Morris & 
Co., the Chicago beef packers, Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham makes it clear that the 
government has abandoned its efforts to se- 
cure an indictment of that concern for over- 
valuation on dressed beef in transportation 
in order to present excessive claims in case 
of damage. 

In no uncertain terms he asserts that the 
lawfulness of such a practice is not conceded 
by his department, and says that the gov- 
ernment will insist that this method of vir- 
tually securing rebates from railroads 
be abandoned at once. The interstate com- 
merce commission has been asked to issue an 
order which will prescribe the character of 
an investigation to be made by railroads of 
all claims for damage or loss of property 
during transportation. 

This formal dismissal of further effort to 
squeeze Morris & Co. between the wheels of 
justice is in line with the recently announced 
decision of Attorney General Wickersham, 
on the advice of President Taft, to enter into 
no suits which do not present a positive 
chance of success. 

The National Packmg company, which is 
under investigation by District Attorney 
Sims for alleged violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, does not participate in any 
degree of exemption by reason of the gov- 
ernment’s decision to abandon the Morris 
case. 

Text of Mr. Wickersham’s Letter. 

Attorney General Wickershgm’s letter is 
dated April 9 and is as follows: 

This department, together with the Unit- 
ed States attorney at Chicago, has just con- 


- cluded an investigation of certain complaints 


made against your company alleging that 
you have secured from various interstate 
railroads rebates or concessions from lawful 
rates by placing a fictitious cost or value upon 
dressed beef claimed to have been injured or 
delayed in transit. 

„Complaints were directed against the 
method adopted by you in determining the 
value of beef transported by railroads for 
which claims for damages were presented, 
and the charge was made that an excessive 
valuation of such beef constituted a mere de- 
vice by which refunders of freight charges, 
not made to shippers in general, and for- 
bidden by interstate commerce law, were 
paid by railroads to your congpany. 

„The method of computing such cost value, 
as indicated by complaints and as disclosed 
by an investigation, may be briefly described 
as follows: In determining the cost value of 
dressed beef the purchase price of cattle on 
hoof is taken, and to this is added an arbitrari- 
ly fixed killing charge and freight. hag 
the total is deducted the amount rece 
sale of dressed beef claimed to have been 
damaged, and the difference is then presented 
to the railroad as a correct amount of the 
claim. 

Tells Difference in Prices. sv 

“Tt is apparent that this calculated cost 
price is in excess of the actual cost price, bo- 
cause no allowance is made for large profits 
realized from the sale of hides and other 
valuable by-products, and facts disclosed by 
the investigation show that dressed beef, 
even when marketed without any damage, 
rarely tf ever brings the æ mount fixed by your 
company as its cost price. In other words, 
this method of placing a fictitious and an ex- 
cessive cost price upon dressed beef makes it 
appear that the chief product of your indus- 
try is sold at an enormous annua! loss. 

„This department, however, is not con- 
cerned with such à result, whether apparent 
or real, unless the method employed of com- 
puting value of product shipped is used, or 
may be . as a ee to secure rebates 


from railroads, and it is with respect to 
this phase of the matter only that the in- 
vestigation referred to has been conducted. 
It is proper to say further that this method 
of fixing the cost value of dressed beef, and 
of presenting claims to railroads based upon 
such computation, is one which is generally 
practiced by other large packing industries 
at Chicago, and complaints are not directed 
against Morris & Co. alone, although this 
company is the only one which has thus far 
been fully exaimined by the government. 

After a full consideration of the evidence 
adduced by thd invéstigation I have reached 
the conclusion that, ip gi) probability, this 
method used by your company of presenting 
claims to railroads for damages on dressed 
beef, based upon an improper and excessive 
cost value, was not adopted with deliberate 
intent of obtaining rebates or concessions 
from the lawful rates, in violation of the 
interstate commerce act. 


Cites Reasons for Conclusion, 

Reasons for this conclusion are: First, 
that the practice referred to has existed for 
many years and originated long before en- 
actment of interstate commerce law and was 
prevalent during a time when rebates were 
openly paid and were not forbidden by fed- 
eral statute and when there was no occa- 
sion for any secret device; and second, that 
the amounts received by your company in 
payment of claims calculated as those above 
described appear, from an examination of 


parison with the total freight charges an- 
nually paid to railroads. 

Therefore, it does not clearly appear that 
your company intended to use this methed 
of computing the cost value of its product as 
a device to affect charges of carriers trans- 
porting such product, and this department 
does not believe that any public service 
would be rendered by making at this time 
a test case of past transactions. 

“This method, however, of presenting 
claims to railroads and securing payment 
thereon, which are based upon an excessive 
value of property transported, is one that 
cannot be defended from any point of view. 
In the first place, it is unfair to the rail- 
roads, unless, as does not convincingly ap- 
pear in the present instance, railroads them- 
selves are in collusion with shippers. - In 
the next place, it may be used as a mere 
subterfuge to accomplish rebating by in- 
direction, 


Lawfulness Is Not Conceded. 


Whether or not it is forbidden by express 
terms of the interstate commerce act need 
not at present be determined. Certainly the 
lawfulness of such a practice is not conceded 
by thie department. One important thing is 
that it shall not be continued. The govern- 
ment, therefore, inaists that the practice of 
overvaluing dressed. beef transported and the 
use of such overvaiuation as a basis for 
claime against rallroad companies where beef 
ig injured or destroyed in or must be 
abandoned at once. 

In the presentation to alba of damage 
claims, actual value of property alleged to 
have been lost or injured must be accurately 
ascertained and stated. Use of @ correct 
cost price and an accurate statement of the 
damage sustained are imperative on the part 
of all shippers in the presentation of claims 
against railroads, otherwise encouragement 
would be given to a new system of effecting 
discriminations in freight rates equally as 
available and pernicious as any of the old. 

“In this connection you are further ad- 
vised that the matter herein referred to 
will at once be called to the attention of 
the interstate commerce commission, with 
the suggestion that the commission issue an 
order under section 20 of the Hepburn act 
P which shall prescribe the character of the 
investigation to be made by the railroads, of 
all claims for damage or loss of property 
during transportation.” 


SIMS SILENT: PACKER GLAD. 

District Attorney Edwin W. Sims, when 
asked to comment on the letter last night, 
said that he had not seen it, but preserved 
silence on the subject after he was informed 
of its contents.

RECTOR RECANTS; TAKEN BACK 


Dr. F. E. J. Lloyd Returns from 
Catholic to Episcopal Fold. 


REFUSES TO TELL REASONS. 


Action Reealls His Change of Religious | 


Faith Two Years Ago. 


Dr. F. E. J. Lioyd, who created a nation- 
wide sensation two years ago by renouncing 
the Episcopal faith and joining the Roman 
Catholic church, was received back into the 
Episcopal church yesterday morning, having 
first made a recantation to Bishop Anderson. 

His wife and seven children, who took the 
step with him two years ago, returned with 
him. He was received into the church by 
the Rev. E. V. Shayler, rector of age 
church, Oak Park. 

The action of the former rector was not a 
surprise to his friends, for it was known that 
for some time he has been unsettled both 
in mind and body. He refused to give any 
reason for his recantation other than that 
he had made a mistake.” 


Becomes Layman in Church. 

Dr. Shayler professed ignorance of the 
particular causes for the change. The Rev. 
Peter J. O'Callaghan of the Paulist Fa- 
thers, who received Dr. Lloyd into the Cath- 
olic church, said he was “sorry,” but ad- 
mitted it was not a complete surprise to 
him. 

The recantation was made at the com- 
munion service at the Oak Park church. It 
was preceded by a private recantation to the 
bishop of Chicago, who thereupon by let- 
ter, authorized Dr. Shayler to receive Dr. 
Lloyd and his family back into the Episcopal 
church. 

As Dr. Lloyd was unfrocked two days be- 
fore he joined the Catholic church by Bish- 
op Whitehead of Pittsburg, Pa., he retnters 
the church simply as a layman. He will 
be obliged to serve three years as a “ pent- 
tent layman” before he can acquire the 
right to officiate as an ordained minister of 
the church, 


Once Prominent as a Rector. 


Dr. Lloyd., with his family, was received 
into the Catholic church at private services 
held at St. Mary’s church, Chicago, on Jan. 
18, 1907. Shortly before that time he resigned 
the rectorship of the Episcopal church at 
Uniontown, Pa., one of the largest churches 
in the state. He was born in South Wales 
forty-nine years ago, educated at Oxford, 
and ordained at the age of 22 years. He 
came to Canada as a missionary shortly 
afterwards, working among the Indians of 
South Labrador. 

He came to the United States in 1894 and 
held many important charges. In 10906 he 
was elected coadjutor bishop of Oregon, but 
declined the place. At the time this occa- 
sioned much discussion, but was explained 
later on the ground that he was already 
considering leaving the Episcopal church. 

Dr. Lloyd while in the Episcopal church 
founded the Society of St. Philip the Apos- 
tle. His father, Dr. Thomas Lloyd, is the 
rector of St. John in the Wilderness Episcopal 
church of Dunbar, Pa. His wife was brought 
up a Presbyterian. He took up lecture work 
on entering the Catholic church and hag 
spoken in all parts of the country on Why 
I Became a Roman Catholic.“ He was 
forced to abandon the platform some time 
ago because of iliness and has been resid- 
ing recently at 4104 Vincennes avenue.

Iilinois judicial primaries win be held 
threughout the state tomorrow for the first 
time under the provisions of the direct pri- 
mary law. The primary elections are of ab- 
sorbing interest but one or two of the 
down state juditial circuits and in Cook 
county to the extent of how far the party 
organizations will be successful in nom- 
inating the slate candidates. 

One Supreme court justice is to be nom- 
inated in the state. That is in the Fifth dis- 
trict, where Justice John P. Hand of Cam- 
bridge is the sole candidate. whose petition. 
was filed. He is a candidate on the Repub- 
lican ticket, and unless a political gumshoe 
cataclysm is on its way he will be renom- 
inated without opposition tomorrow and re 
elected in June in the same way. 

The district in which Justice Hang is a 
candidate to succeed himself includes the 
northwestern section of the state and is 
heavily Republican at genera! elections. * 


Sitting Judges Hold Lead. 


In each of the seventeen downstate circuits 
there are three judges to be elected ih June 
for six year terms, and for these places nom- 
inations will be made tomorrow. The judi- 
cial apportionment bill was so drawn when 
the Republican legislature at Springfield was 
cutting up the state judicially that it is prac- 
tically a foregone conclusion as to how the 
districts will go in June. 1 

The situation is such that most of the sit- 
ting judges are candidates for reélection, 
without material opposition and with excel- 
lent chances of election in June. 

Voluntary withdrawal of present judges 
from the bench has precipitated a fight in 
few sections of the state, the most important 
being in the Knox-Warren circuit, where the 
retirement of Judge Gray of Fulton county 
has started a contest in the Republican ranks 
which is to be disposed of tomorrow, the 
nomination being equivalent to election: 
Judge Robert J. Grier of Monmouth and 
Judge George Thompson of Galesburg appear 
to be assured of renomination, with a three 
cornered fight for Judge Gray’s place. 


Real Fight in Sixteenth. 


The primary battle in the Sixteenth cireuit, 
composed of Kane, Kendall, De Kalb, and 
Du Page counties, is the genuine big scrap. 
There are six candidates for the three judge- 
ships on the Republican ticket. The Demo- 
crats, Socialists, and Prohibitionists have no 
aspirants for the nominations. 

The three sitting judges, Henry B. Willis 
of Elgin, Duane J. Carnes of Sycamore, and 
Mazzini Slusser of Downer’s Grove, are can- 
didates for renomination. The additional trio 
of candidates is John M. Raymond of Aurora, 
Benjamin F. Harrington of Yorkville, and 
Nathan J. Aldrich of Aurora. 

The candidacies of Raymond and Aldrich, 
both from Aurora, have stirred the Hopkins 
domicile to white heat and more campaign- 
ing has been done over the judgeships than 
at the gubernatorial primaries. The old 
Hopkins-anti-Hopkins row is involved more 
or tess, likewise the Aurora-Elgin animosity 
and various political propositions of greater 
or less importance. 

It is the belief of the politicians down Au- 
rora way that the judicial primaries wil] 
settle many more political problems than 
appear on the surface. 


Question of Slates in Cook. 

In Cook county the Republican and Demo- 
cratic organizations have slated fourteen 
candidates each for the fourteen places to 
be filled in June. The Socialists have four- 
teen candidates of their own. | 

For the Superior judgeship there ik no con- 
test in any party. Judge Theodore Brentano 
is a candidate for renomination without op- 
position on the Republican ticket, and Will- 
iam Brown Jr. is the sole candidate on the 
Democratic ballots. 

The tussle in Chicago is altogether a propo- 
sition which the strength of the two domi- 
nant political organizations will decide. Ex- 
perienced politicians do not see any chance 
for an outsider to break the Democratic 
slate. The Democratic leaders are taking 
no chances, however, and are under the im- 
pression that if the machinery can get out 
25,000 voters to the polls in the city there 
will be no question that the fourteen-slated

They Prepare for Trouble. 

The Republican managers are not asser- 
tive. They have foreseen trouble for some 
time and have laid the wires to get out every 
available organization vote in order to assure 
success for the fourteen candidates.

NEW YORK JEWS CHALLENGE 
HIRSCH TO PRODUCE PROOF. 


Resent Reported Attitude of Chicago

New York, April 11.—[Special.)—The Fed- 
eration of Jewish organizations of the state 
of New York today threw down the gauntlet 
to Rabbi Emil G. Hirsch of Sinai temple, 
Chicago, defying him to proye that the immi- 
gration of Russian Jews to this country 
ought to be prevented. Thé remarks that 
offended were delivered in a sermon on 
March 7, and as reported were: 

Another needed prevention is the move- 
ment to keep the Russian Jews and other 
poor, ignorant immigrants from flocking to 
this country. Russia should be forced, by 
an awakening of the whole world, to give 
these people an opportunity for education. 
If they must emigrate let them go to Meso- 
potamia, the land near Palestine, where a 
community of their own people is to be 
formed.“ 

The federation. on whose advisory board 
are such men as Edward Lauterbach, Cor- 
oner Julius Harburger, Supreme Court Jus- 
tices Erlanger and Greenbaum and Judge 
Rosalsky, offered to pay Dr. Hirsch’s ex- 
penses to New York or any place else that 
he may meet Russian Jews in debate and 
prove, if he can, that the immigration of 
Russian Jews to this country ought to be 
prevented. b 


Dr. Hirsch last night denied having made

“I did say that in view of the prevailing 
conditions in this country, the movement in 
founding a colony in Mesopotamia was a 
good thing for the Russian Jew,” said Dr.

No Action on Plea to Put Coal on 
the Free List; Fight on 
Hides Begun.

To uphold the increases on perfumes and 
toilet articles. 

To place tea, coffee, and cocoa on the free list.

Oil Joker“ Is Ignored. 

No attention was paid by the senate com- 
mittee to the socalled oil joker in the 
Payne bill as it passed the house, Petroleum 
and its products are among the articles 
which are to be reported to the senate with- 
out recommendation. | 5 

All evidence ‘which came to light today 
tended to show that the so-called oi! Joker 
was not a joker at all, in the sense of trick- 
ery, but was left in the bill through an error. 
The reading of the verbatim report of the de- 
bate on oll schedule in the committee of the 
whole last Friday, the day on which the 
hetise passed the tariff bill, disclosed that no 
less than three times Chairman Payne of the 
ways and means committee said that his 
amendment to place oil on the free list ap- 
plied to all the products of petroleum. 

The house so voted in the committee of the 
whole, and the failure to so amend the bill 
when it was passed on by the house proper 
was due to the fact, it is asserted, that Rep- 
resentative Olmsted, chairman of the com- 
mittee of the whole, failed to report the 
amendment in written form, which would 
have shown exactly what was done in the 
committee of the whole. 

Some members of the house are still hinting 
that the provision imposing a duty of 20 per 
cent on oll products was left in the bill pur- 
posely. The leaders deny-this, however, and 
promise to correct the error. It is probable 
the correction will be made tomorrow. 


No Recommendation on Coal. 

The finance committee also decided to add 
coal to the list of subjects on which 
the advice of the senate is to be asked. 
This means that instead of striking out the 
reciprocity clause and fixing a duty of 40 
cents a ton on bituminous coal. as hereto- 
fore decided, the Payne rates will be re- 
ported without recommendation. The ex- 
pectation of the committee is that the reci- 
procity clause will go out, however, that 
the duty will be decreased to about 40 cents. 
and that the present rate of 15 cents per ton 
on slack coal will be maintained. 

The senate stands about two to one against 
free lumber and its advocates now fear they 
will not be able to maintain the reduction 
agreed upon by the house. 

The fight which will be made on the floor 
for free hides already has begun and an 
effort is being made to line up the members. 
Western senators are confident a duty will 
be placed on hides, but they are not sanguine 
‘of maintaining the existing 15 per cent ad 
valorem. 


Aldrich to Explain Measure. 

When the report is presented to the full 
committee at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning 
an effort will be made to induce the minor- 
ity to consent to the reporting of the bill to 
the senate tomorrow, in which event it will 
be allowed to go over until Thursday, when 
Chairman Aldrich will make a detailed ex- 
planation of its provisions. It is probable he 
will be followed by Senator Daniel, the rank- 
ing Democratic member, who will outline the 
position the minority members expect to as- 
sume. 

Senate leaders would not predict today how 
much time is likely to be occupied in the 
discussion of the bill. This is due to the 
large number of important items to be sub- 
mitted to the judgment of the senate without 
recommendation, the purpose being to con- 
vince the senate and the country that the 
committee has not arbitrarily assumed the 
power to make a tariff bill. 

It is not expected that a great many set 
speeches will be made in the senate.

cocoa free, An especial effort wag made to 
reduce rates on the so-called “ breakfast 
table articles of commerce. It was report- 
ed today that another effort would be made 
to have a duty placed on coffee in the senate 
in behalf of the coffee syndicate, which is 
alleged to have a/dJarge number of bags of 
Brazilian product hoarded in this country. 


Tobacco Interests in Failure. 


Tobacco interests failed in their efforts to 
induce the committee to reduce the amount 
of Philippine tobacco to be admitted annual- 
lf free of duty and to get an increase in the 
rates on tobacco from other countries. 

The Payne rates on pottery and fine china 
have been agreed to in spite of the demands 
of American manufacturers, supported by 
speeches mace by President ‘Taft in his cam- 
paign that further protection 10 needed by 
them for such of their wares as come into 
competition with Haviland and Limoges 
china. 

The senate committee provided ample pro- 
tection for American manufacturers of watch 
dials. All but two of the American factor- 
jes are said to have been driven out of busi- 
ness by the competition with dials made 
abroad, chiefly in Switzerland. 

The estimates of the revenue which the 


Payne tariff bill will produce for the govern- 4 


ment have been reduced nearly $20,000,000 
through the amendments made to the meas- 
ure before it was passed by the house, and 
the senate will have to provide means for 
making up this difference if the original esti- 
mates are to be met. The striking out of sev- 
eral countervailing duty clauses on which 
no estimates were made probably will lessen 
the bill’s productiveness another $20,000,000. 

The amendment taking off the 8 cent duty 
on tea subtracted $7,000,000 from the esti- 
mated revenues. The striking out of the 
countervailing duty on coffee and the maxi- 
mum duty provision for a rate of 20 per cent 
at valorem on coffee coming from countries 
which do not give the United States the bene- 
fit of their most favored nation clause dis- 
poses cf what probably would be $15,000,000 
in duties, 

Taking out the countervailing proviso for 
lumber and for petroleum, two amendments 
made by the house, means a lost opportunity 
to increase the revenues by several million 
dollars, it is estimated. repealing the 
manufacturers’ license tax for farmers de- 
siring to sell the leaf tobacco which they 
raise, the house has withdrawn considerable 
revenue under the internal revenue law. A 
slight increase in revenue may be provided 
by the increased tax on Turkish filler to- 
bacco, pineapples, and barley and barley 
malt. 


Much Change from Dingley Act. 


Throughout its various provisions, in fore. 
phraseology, and rates of duty, there are 
many changes in the Payne bill as it stands 
today from the provisions of the Dingley law. 
Its maximum and minimum retaliatory 
feature, the additional method of valuation 
for the purpose of preventing undervalua- 
tions, and its provision for the $40,000,000 is- 
suance of Panama bonds and a $250,000,000 
issue of treasury certificates are new. 

The Payne bill exterids the drawback privi- 
leges so that domestic raw material may be 
used in lieu of imported material for the pur- 
pose of collecting a drawback, provided an 
equal amount of identical imported raw ma- 
terial is*manufactured into the same product 
upon which the drawback is collected. An 
inheritance tax, by which it is hoped that 
$20,000,000 will be collected, is provided for. 
The internal revenue law is expected to pro- 
duce $1.500,000 additional revenue because of 
the increase in the tax on cigarets. 

The two increases over the Dingley rates 
that stand out most prominently in the Payne 
bill are those in the rates on women’s and 
children’s gloves and hostery.

CONGRESS 70 GIVE POWER 


Some Think Move Would Be a 
Blow at Personal Rights 
of Opponents. 


Washington, D. C., April 11.—[Special.]— 
Plans po foot to put an end to the disas- 
trous clashes between capital and labor 
through the medium of the Nobel foundation 
which was organized and endowed by Roose- 
velt. This leaked out today, when it became 
‘known that the committee on by-laws of the 
foundation had been instructed to look into 
the act of incorporation issued to it by con-

It long has beep a troublesome question as 
to whether the government or any other 
agency could step in and interfere between 
the two disputants in a commercial struggle. 
Numerous lawyers have held that such ac- 
tion would be clearly an infringement of the 
constitution, which protects the individual in 
his rights. Others have insisted that the 
government can interfere on the ground that 
such struggles are subversive of the public 
peace and tend to the discomfort and annoy- 
ance of the majority. 7 


Seeks Power from Congress. 

It was stated today that if the committee 
adopts the latter view, and the act of con- 
gress does not give the foundation the power 
to interfere in commercial. strife, the or- 
ganization will ask congress to amend the 
law under which it operate’ so as to give that 
power. 

This is certain to gtir up a long constitu- 
tional wrangle in both the house and the sen- 
ate, but the officers of the foundation feel 
certain their request will be granted if the 
committee on by-laws holds that it can be 
asked legally.

It seems that 
the good olf fashioned custom of opening 
homes to the Easter rabbits has been going 
out of style among busy flat dwelling Chi- 
cagoans. So Miss Wahl was not surprised 
when a delegation of bunnies called on her 
A week ago and asked permission to deposit 
on her spacious grounds their kaleidoscopic 
glorifications of the humble egg. 

She not only gladly consented but invit- 
ed fifty: children of the neighborhood to 
assist her in gathering the eggs. This gen- 
-erous recognition of their former glory as 
rivals of St. Nicholas so pleased the rabbits 
that each multi-colored egg bore the name 
of one of the children. The children were 
supplied with baskets and the hunt occu- 
pied & whole riotous morning. The furry

CALLED BY DEATH 


Chicago Pioneer, Former U. 8. 
Minister to Belgium, Passes 
Away Suddenly.

Joseph Rusgell Jones, one of the oldest and 
most prominent residents of Chicago, died 
yesterday at his residence, 2108 Michigan 
avenue, as the result of long standing bron- 
chial troubles. 

Although Mr. Jones was known to be a sick 
man, his death was unexpected. He partook 
of dinner with his wife Saturday evening, 
went to bed as usual, and died shortly after 
8 a. m. Sunday rning. No physician was 
in attendance until a few minutes before his 
death, but a Christian Science healer, em- 
ployed by Mrs. Jones, attempted to save the 
life of the aged man. 

Both Mr. Jones and his wife were Christian 
Scientists and were in the habit of having 
healers treat them several times a week. 
Dach of them had a healer in attendance 
Saturday night. Shortly before midnight 
the healer who was treating Mr. Jones left 
and the butler took his place by the sick 
man's bedside. At 6a. m. the attendant at- 
tempted to arouse his master. He was un- 
successful, and, becoming frightened, he 
called Mrs. Jones. 


Wife Summons Aid. 

The wife of the dying man hurriedly sum- 
moned the healer who had been treating her. 
Both Mrs. Jones and the healer worked for 
nearly two hours to revive the sick mian. 

Finally a messenger was sent to the rest- 
dence of Dr. Joseph H. Low, Twenty-eighth 
street and Michigan avenue. After Dr. 
Low's arrival the healer and Mrs. Jones 
ceased their efforts. The physician adfnin- 
istered stimulants in an attempt to save the 
pioneer’s life. 

It's too late,” said he. I can do noth- 


His wife, the physician, the servants, and 
the healer were at the bedside when he died. 

For many years Mrs. Jones has been a fol- 
lower of the faith of Mrs. Mary Baker G. 
Eddy, and some time ago, when her husband 
was attacked with unusually violent head- 
aches, he was induced to try the services of 


tian Science faith. 

Several months ago Mr. Jones developed 
bronchial trouble, which gradually became 
worse and on differené occasions it was 
thought he was dying.

He was born at Conneaut, Ashtabula coun- 
ty, O., on Feb. 17, 1823. His father was Joel 
Jones, son of Capt. Samuel Jones, a veteran 
of the French and Indian war. Capt. Jones 
at one time, it is said, held a commission 
under King George II. The family came 
from Puritan stock and traced — ancestry 
back to many important events of early 
rg history. 

At the age of 13 young Jones commenced 
his business career as a clerk in Conijeaut. 
When he was 15 years old he came west and 
landed in Chicago on Aug. 19, 1838. He 
went to Pecatonica, III., and was clerk for 
a while in a general merchandise 
young man next accepted an offer of a posi- 
tion at Galena, III., where he was employed 
by Benjamin H. Campbell and finally became 
a partner in the firm. In 1 he was elected 
secretary and treasurer of the Galena and 
Minnesota Packet company, of which he was 
one of the principal organizers. He served 
in this capacity for fifteen years. 

Meets Grant, Who Is Clerk. 

It was in Galena that he became acquain 
with another clerk of the name of Gr 
This was the ing of the latter’s real 
rise in the worid, for Grant afterward be- 
came president of the United. States. It was 
said that Jones was one of the men who ex- 


first commission in the army and when the 
general became president he bered his 
friend of the early days. 

In the meantime, however, Mr. Jones was 
elected to the Illinois legislature and while 
at Springfield he made the acquaintance of 
Abraham Lincoln, Richard Yates, David 
Davis, and other men of national importance. 
When Lincoln became president he appointed 
Jones to the office of United States marshal 


tor the northern district. Soon after receiv- 


ing this appointment, Mr. Jones organized 
‘the Chicago West Division railway company. 

e was for twenty-five years president of 
this road, except when be was abroad. 

Mr. Jones served as marsha! until Grant 
tendered him a position in his cabinet. He 
refused to accept the office of secretary of 
the interior, but agreed to serve as minister 
to Belgium. He went to Brussels in 1869. 
When he returned to Chicago in 1875 he was 
appointed collector of customs for the port 
of Chicago, 

Mr. Jones also organized the Northwestern 
Horse Nail manufacturing company and was 
its president for many years.’ At his death 
he was a director in the Illinois Trust and 
Bavings bank, the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany, the Central Union Telephone company, 
andthe Guarantee Company of North Amer- 
ica. He was a heavy stockholder in the Na- 
tional Carbon company, the National Biscuit 
company, the Elgin National Watch com- 
pany, and the Merchants Lean and Trust 
company. 

A wife and two children, Mrs. George W. 
Roberts and Mrs. Arthur E. Dyer, survive 
him. Benjamin C. Jones, a son, died five 
years ago. The funeral will be held at the 
residence, Thursday, at 1:30 o'clock. The 
burial will be in Graceland cemetery.

Zenatello was found in the Auditorium An-

Jess, and his hair uncombed. His voice was 
in excellent shape and gave free vent to its 
conversational powers. ' 
Likes Art; Also Its Profits. 
Zenatello was interested in himeelf and his 
‘art, but the discussion of .Caruso seemed to 
please him most. A slight frown passed over 


. his face when he said that Caruso receives 


62.000 for a performance, while I get but 
61.500, but he extracted some satisfaction 
from the recollection that Caruso did his first 
work in America at $1,000 per. 
Impresario F. Wight Neumann subse- 
i quently volunteered the information that he 
was paying Zenatello the same salary as he 
had contracted to give Caruso—§2,500.” 
Zenatello was telling how he was following 
in the footsteps of Caruso and would equal 
all his accomplishments, when a venture- 
gome reporter asked:

FIRST TRIAL: SOON DUE. 


Aeroplane Has Radical Changes from 
Those Now Used. i 


New York, April 11. [Special. I— Three 
Columbia university students, led by Jay 
Gould, son of George Gould; are the latest 
entrants in the race for the successful flight 
through the air. They are building an aero- 
plane which will have its first trial in fifteen 
days. Two other students prominent in the 
work are Harold Content and Grover Cleve- 
land Lenning. These three have done the 
actual planning of the airship. 

The machine Will consist of two superim- 
posed planes built of the lightest bamboo 
and braced with fine steel wire. They are to 


so as to give a glazed surface. 

The machine is forty feet long and twenty- 
six feet wide. At ine end of each plane wire 
will be arranged so that the planes will be 
brought to a point, giving them the appear- 
ance of a flat ellipse. This is a new depart- 
ure, 

The machine will get its start from water. 
For this purpose @ large boat-like arrange- 
ment has been built. The machine will sail 
in the water until enough speed has-been ac- 
quired to allow it to rise.

WHERE JURIES PAIL. 

A bill to amend the indeterminate sen- 
tence law has been reported on favorably 
by the judiciary committee of the house. 
It provides that every person convicted 
of a crime punishable by imprisonment 
in the penitentiary shall have his or her 
maximum term of imprisonment fixed 
“by the jury trying such person, or by 
the court in case of a plea of guilty.” 

The friends of this bad measure seem 
to have had everything their own way. 
If the fatal objections to it had been pre- 
sented to the committee it would have 
made a different report. There is no 
more generally satisfactory agency for 
passing on the question of guilt or inno- 
‘eence than the average jury. Occasion~) 
ally it acquits where it should convict, but 
hardly ever finds the innocent guilty. 
When it comes to fixing the length of a 
sentence the average jury is utterly un- 
trustworthy. It is apt to be governed by 
sentiment, passion, or the obstinacy of 
one or two of its members. Not one juror 
out of 10,000 has the knowledge that 
would qualify him to make the punish- 
ment fit the criminal. 

There are a few crimes as to which the 
fixing of the term of imprisonment is left | 
to the jury. Last year the sentences im- 
posed on persons guilty of one of them 
ranged from one year to life. There was 
no such difference in criminality or erim- 
inals as to justify these widely varying 
sentences, One jury was too lenient and 
another too severe. If the determination 
ot the length of sentence as to all crimes 
were left to the jury there would be in- 
numerable instances of flagrant, though 
unintentional, injustice. The length of 
sentences would be determined by caprice 
or accident. . 

Now, as to the fixing of the sentence 
by the judge where the prisoner pleads 
guilty, state’s atterneys are for this. It 
would make their work easier and enable 
them to score more convictions. If this 
were the law, justice, speaking through 
a etate’s attorney, would promise an of- 
f a short term if he would plead 
guilty. Justice would make the offer 
knowing that while it hau the evidence 
to justify conviction, the man might hire 
a sharp lawyer, put up a long and despér- 
| ate fight, and perhaps get off altogether 
or with a short sentence. The accused, 
{ recognizing the possibility of a maximum 

7 . : 
sentence,- would be willing to compromise 
on a short one. The judge would fix the 
sentence, but he would be governed by 
the re¢ommendation of.the public prose 
cutor, . ) 

This is the way crime and justice used 
to make bargains in the old days. The 
system has its advantages for crime. The 
average length of sentence served was less 
under it than it is under the indetermi- | 
nate sentence system. Such bargains do 
not aid in the reformation of ¢riminals 
but secure for them shorter sentences 
than they deserve. The bill which would 
sanction them should be defeated. 


A BREAK IN PARTY LINES.

back. The wonder whether a veteran in 
his new uniform will add strength, or 
whether a much heralded youngster will 
show class among the more experienced 
players, helps to stimulate the keen inter-

COLONIES FOR EPILEPTICS. 

The state board of charities proposes 
three colonies for epileptics it the legis- 
lature will grant the necessary appropri- 
ations. Illinois is far behind the pro- 
gressive states in thjs particular. Massa- 
chusetts, New York, and some others have 
established colonies for the benefit of this 
class of unfortunates. Too often the 
epileptic is placed with the insane when 
humanity should dictate that he be given 
a chance to be partly self-sustaining and, 
at least, be stpplied with comforts in his 
severe affliction. 

The proposition for Illinois is to at- 
tempt to provide for all epileptics in the 
state those in asylums for the insane 
and feeble minded, those in county alms- 
houses, and those who are cared for in 
private homes. The sufferers ate to be 
divided into three classes and. distributed 
accordingly. The improvabdle - epileptics 
are to be located in a colony where they 
may have an abundance of outdoor life, 
wholesome food, manual training, and 
amusements. Much is hoped in connec- 
tion with this type. age? 

The insane and feeble minded among 
the epileptics are to be segregated, Ad- 


ditions to the facilities at Kankakee and 
Anna are desired for the insane. The 


third class, the feeble minded, are to be 
cared for in connection with the inatitu- 
tion at Lincoln. The details of the ‘plan 
make appeal as sensible and progressive.

An unfortunate class of citizens will be 
properly provided for. - Other. institutions 
will be relieved of burdens they should 
not bear. The study of epilepsy will be 
advanced. The diffusion of the disease by 
marriage ‘will be regulated.

The Lawes-Belt case was the cause celé- 
bre of 1888. There were in reality three 
Belt trials, two.civil and one criminal. The 
first one was brought about by a sensational 
paragraph which appeared in the London 
society paper, Vanity Fair, intimating that 


studio of Charile Lawes, and had set up as 
a sculptor on his own account, was not in 
reality the author of the statue of Dean 
Stanley, of the Byron monument, and of the 
memorial busts of Charles Kingsley and 
Canon Conway, but that they had been made 
for him; that he was wholly incapable of do- 
ing anything in the shape of artistic work, 
and that he was neither a scuiptor nor an 
artist, but merely a statue jobber and an 
impostor. 

This article remained uncontradicted for 
several months, until, when Belt sent in de- 
signs for a memorial advertised for by the 
corporation of London, Charles Lawes wrote 
to the lord mayor calling attention to the 
statements in Vanity Fair, avowing himeeif 
the author thereof, and laying stress on the 
fact that they had never been contradicted. 
It was only then that Belt was forced by his 
friends to bring the matter into court, and to 
institute a civil sult against Lawes for dam- 
ages. 

— 


The trial lasted forty-five days, all the most 
eminent counsel of the day being engaged in 
the case, the legal expenses of Belt being de- 
frayed by a number of his followers and 
friends, mostly people of the so-called 
esthetic cult, of which Oscar Wilde was the 
bright particular star. Indeed, there id no 
small analogy between the careers of these 
two men. 

The jury in the case was composed of Lon- 
don petty tradesmen, without the slightest 
knowledge of art, and when Belt modeled in 
its presence a bust, which was declared by 
Lord Leightem the president of the Royal 
academy (himself an eminent sculptor), by 
Sir John Millais, and by the sculptor, Thorny- 
croft, both of them members of the Royal 
academy, to be utterly devoid of artistic 
merit, and manifestly fashioned by different 
hands from those which had produced the 
statue af Dean Stanley and the Lord Byron 
memorial, it decided, nevertheless, that Belt 


had proved himself to be a sculptor, that he 


had been slandered, and returned a verdict 

in his favor of §25,000damages. This verdict 

was uphejd on appeal, in spite of the popu- 

lar convidtion and the certainty in all artis- 

tic circles that Lawes was justified in his 

statements, and that Belt was an impostor, 
— N 


It was thereupon that Lawes, on the advice 
of his lawyer, Sir George Lewis, resorted 
to the bankruptcy court; and, having, no for- 
tune of his own saving the Income which ne 
derived from his work as a sculptor, easily 
obtained a discharge of all his debts, in- 
cluding the $25,000 damages to Belt, and the 
latter’s legal costs, for which he had become 
Hable. 

A few months later Belt was arrested and 
tried at the Central Criminai court in London 
on charges of having obtained by fraud and 
by forgery sums to the amount of $40,000 
from Sir William Abdy. The frauds prac- 
ticed upon Sir William Abdy by Belt were of 
the most gross and shameful description, and 
it was universally felt that Belt got his merits 
when he was sentenced to a long term of 
penal servitude. 

It was six years ago that Bir Charles 
Lawes, who inherited his father’s baronetcy 
and great fortune in 1900, adopted the name 
of Wittewronge, on succeeding to the exten- 
sive property of 4 relative, and in com- 
plianee with the stipulations of the latter's 
‘wil. Many regretted it, not only because 
Sir Charles had won considerable fame as a 
sculptor under the name of Lawes but also 
because of the celebrity enjoyed by his fa- 
ther, who may be said to have been the 
founder of an artificial manure industry, and 
of its application to agriculture. It is from 
his estate at Rothamsted, in Hertfordshire, 
how. owned by Sir Charles, that not only 
British but American and foreign agricultu- 
ral experts have obtained much of their 
knowledge and the inspiration of their 
teachings.

ONE REPORT SAYS MEXICO.“ 


Speculation Over Hearing Before Ref- 
: eree in Bankruptcy. 


The exact whereabouts of Broker John 
Dickinson and the likelihood of his turning 
up in Chicago at 11 o’clock this morning to 
give testimony respecting his recent failure 
before Referee in Bankruptcy Sidney C. 
Hastman became a subject of simon pure 
speculation last night. 

There were tales and rumors in plenty 
which placed him in spots as widely sepa- 
rated as Mexico and Europe, to say nothing 
of other stories to the effect that he had ar- 
rived in Chicago and wae keeping himself 
in temporary seclusion. 

Even his attorney, George W. Plummer 
who has been confident that his client would 
be in Chicago long before this, threw opinions 
to the winds in the evening and said he did 


self, and admitted the last time he had any 
word from him was a week ago. . 


Guesses He Will Come Today. 

Mr. Plummer came into Chicago from Oak 
Park in the morning and visited his office in 
the vain hope of finding some communica- 
tion from his client, but was obliged to return 
to the suburb disappointed. 

The attorney said it seemed to him that 
Dickinson must show up today, but he ad- 
mitted his supposition was based entirely on 
the probability that newspaper reports of the 
forthcoming inquiry must have reached 
Dickinson. : 

J am more interested in knowing where 
Mr. Dickinson is than you are, and I don't 
know,“ said Attorney Plummer. I haven't 
heard a word from him since last Monday— 
not a word, and you know as much about his 
whereabouts as I do. He must know about 
the inquiry here, and it seems likely to mo 
that he will come here to attend it, but I don’t 
know.“ 


Says He Is on Mexican Ranch. 

A close acquaintance of Dickinson's 
claimed to have received word from Dickin- 
son indirectly to the effect that he was on a 
ranch in Mexico. He bought the ranch about 
six 7 ago, and long had intended to retire 
to it for the remainder of his life. This ac- 
quaintance expressed the belief that Dickin- 
son had been on the right side of the wheat 
market and hed followed the operations vt 
James A. Patten and gained large profits. 

In the meantime, Attorney Francis J. Hou- 
lihan of counsel for the receiver prepared to 
call J. T. Murphy, manager, and George 
Ross, cashier, of the Dickinson office in Chi- 
cago to testify before the referee in bank- 
ruptcy today in case Dickinson fails to ap- 
pear. :
